Brooks was questioned about the 
unsolved murder of businessman 1 
Albert E. Langford. 
While police have been following 
up all possible angles of Rubin­ 
stein's social and business life, the 
body has been on view for two 
days at a Manhattan funeral home. 
He Is to be buried today after Jew­ 
ish funeral services. 
Heard Angry Voices 
It was at the funeral home that 
Rubinstein’s mother disclosed she 
had heard angry voices arguing in 
her son’s rooms early Thursday, 
shortly before he was killed. Mrs. 
Stella Rubinstein, 78. lived on the 
fourth floor of her son’s 5th Ave­ 
nue mansion, one floor above the 
bedroom In which he was stran­ 
gled to death. 
Police later confirmed the report 
and said Mrs. Rubinstein had told 
them about the voices when they 
questioned her on the day of the 
murder. 
The “girl in brown” was seen 
by Mrs. Rubinstein some time 
prior to the noisy quarreling, po­ 
lice said. 
Mrs. Rubinstein had gone into 
the hallway to check on a noise, 
and had seen the girl on the stair­ 
way. She didn't look like the kind 
of girl who belonged there, police 
said the mother remarked. 
Visitors to the bier of the mil­ 
lionaire financier and playboy in- 
eluded Miss Anna Borsuk, 45, who 
described herself as "a very dear 
friend.” She said Rubinstein had 
told her a week ago. “I have a pre­ 
monition that I will be killed.”

DOUGLAS SEES 
EVENTUAL SEAT 
FUR RED CHINA

tional affairs have reached the

must '’put our faith in President 
1 Eisenhower” to reach a settlement 
of wqrld problems without war. 
Mansfield, a member of the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Committee, 
said he was “standing behind the 
President” on U S. support of a 
United Nations effort to end hostil­ 
ities between the Chinese National­ 
ists and Communists in the area 
of Formosa. 
Douglas Sees Recognition 
Although he said this move Im­ 
plies “the recognition of the exist­ 
ence of two Chinas,” Mansfield 
said he is willing to follow Eisen­ 
hower’s lead in the matter, “rec­ 
ognizing the fact that the Presi­ 
dent has been most patient and 
that he has stated on many occa­ 
sions here can be no alternative 
to peace.” 
Although Mansfield and all oth­ 
er senators announcing a stand 
have opposed a U N. seat for Red 
China, Supreme Court Justice Wil­ 


liam O. Douglas said last night 
that eventually must come.

Eastland (D-Miss) object­ 
ed to U. N. intervention, saying 
in an interview' that “w must take 
a stand in Formosa regardless of f 
what the United Nations 
advo­ 
cates.” 
Sen. Knowland (R-Calif) said he 
favors a temporary truce, but that 
the price of a cease-fire must not 
be an agreement to “pour more 
free territory down the Communist 
drain.” 
He apparently referred to the 
possibility that Nationalist leader 
Chiang Kai-shek might be persuad­ 
ed to give up Quemoy, Matsu and 
other coastal islands to the Com­ 
munists as part of a cease-fire 
agreement. U. S. leaders reported­ 
ly consider some of the islands as 
prime for bargaining purposes.

TAKE MEASURES 
TO SAVE MONEY

gentle measures aimed at staving 
off another inflationary onslaught 
on the purchasing power of money. 
Here the money managers fret 
lest stock speculation and easily 
financed home building get out of 
hand. In England they worry be­ 
cause wages and prices are climb­ 
ing. 
In preparing for this preventive 
war against a possible renewal of 
inflation, both are using as weap­ 
ons the control of the supply of 
available credit and the raising of 
interest rates 
Price Pressure* 
Pressure for higher prices is de­ 
veloping in the United States too 
on some commodities — such as 
copper, rubber, tin and fuel oil. 
And demands for higher wages are 
being readied for spring in sev­ 
eral industries. 
But Washington says these in­ 
flationary forces are weak as yet.
